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SUPERSNTENDENT'S  ANNUAL  REPORT 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Epping: 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  my  second  report  as 
Superintendent  of  your  schools. 

The  major  problem  facing  all  of  us  today  is  finding 
the  money  to  give  our  children  the  type  of  education 
they  deserve.  All  phases  of  education  are  costing  more 
money  and  there  seems  little  chance  of  a  recession. 
Studies  show  that  our  elementary  schools  will  have  a 
large  increase  in  enrollment  during  the  next  8-10 
years  and  we  will  feel  this  in  the  High  Schools  until 
1960.  It  is  hoped  that  some  form  of  State  or  Federal 
legislation  will  aid  this  situation  financially  in  the  near 
future.  This  item  needs  your  active  support  so  that 
the  property  tax  will  not  continue  to  carry  such  a  heavy 
burden. 

GUIDANCE 

No  school  can  have  an  efficient  instructional  pro- 
gram without  knowing  what  it  is  accomplishing.  It 
must  know  what  is  happening  to  boys  and  girls  as  well 
as  what  it  is  teaching  themi.  The  children  in  your 
schools  are  being  given  new  type  intelligence  tests  this 
year  that  measure  both  verbal  and  non-verbal.  These 
tests  will  tell  what  a  child  is  thinking  as  well  as  doing. 
Parents  are  urged  to  consult  with  teachers  concerning 
their  child's  school  progress. 

The  tests  are  being  corrected  and  processed  in  the 
Superintendent's  Office  thus  saving  much  valuable 
teacher  time.  Standardized  Achievement  tests  will  be 
given  next  year. 
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TEACHERS 

Virginia  Brown  of  Manchester,  a  graduate  of  Ply- 
mouth Teachers'  College,  was  engaged  to  teach  the  new 
commercial  course  in  the  high  school.  This  course  is 
very  popular  and  useful  to  the  students. 

Mary  J.  Connor  of  Manchester,  a  graduate  of  Regis 
College  and  summer  session  at  the  U.  N.  H.,  was  hired 
to  replace  Mrs.  Dorothy  Parker  in  the  Home  Eco- 
nomics Department. 

'  Henry  Barber  resigned  as  headmaster  and  was  re- 
placed by  Gardiner  E.  Gregory  of  Eliot,  Me.  Mr.  Greg- 
ory is  a  graduate  of  Colby  College  with  a  M.  Ed.  de- 
gree from  the  University  of  Maine.  He  has  had  ten 
years  of  teaching  experience  and  was  formerly  princi- 
pal of  the  Eliot,  Maine,  High  School. 

Marian  A.  Gorman,  a  graduate  of  U.  N.  H.,  was 
elected  to  replace  Martha  Cobb,  who  resigned  to  get 
married.  Miss  Gorman  lives  in  Durham  and  teaches 
grade  one  in  the  Central  School. 

Margaret  Wood  of  Augusta,  Maine,  a  graduate  of 
Gorham  Teachers'  College,  was  engaged  to  replace  Mrs. 
Jennie  Bartlett.  Miss  Wood  teaches  grades  5-6  in  the 
Central  School. 

REPAIRS 

With  the  exception  of  minor  repair  jobs,  all  other 
alterations  were  handled  by  the  Building  Committee. 
It  is  assumed  that  this  Committee  will  make  its  report 
mdependently. 

NEW  EQUIPMENT 
A  total  of  ten  typewriters  were  purchased  for  the 
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Commercial  Department,  Seven  were  Royals  and 
one  each  of  L.  C.  Smith,  Underwood  and  Remington.

Thirty  new  desks  were  purchased  for  the  high 
school  and  nine  for  West  Epping  school,

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REPORT  OF  HEADMASTER  OF 
EPPIi\lG  HIGH  SCHOOL 

To  the   School  Board,    Superintendent    of   Schools, 
and  the  Citizens  of  Epping: 

The  enrollment  in  the  Epping  High  School  has  re- 
mained relatively  static  at  91  pupils  throughout  this 
year. 

School  opened  in  September  with  three  new 
teachers  reporting.  Miss  Brown,  a  graduate  of  Ply- 
mouth Teachers'  College,  teaches  the  Commercial 
subjects  and  is  doing  a  splendid  job.  The  school 
newspapers  which  have  been  published  under  her 
supervision  have  been  enjoyed  by  all.  The  time  and 
effort  she  has  put  into  making  programs  for  school 
affairs  and  forms  for  the  office  has  done  much  to 
improve  the  activities  of  the  school.  At  present 
she  is  working  with  the  Senior  Class  on  the  produc- 
tion of  a  year  book  which  is  a  new  venture  for  Ep- 
ping High  School.  This  is  Miss  Brown's  first  year 
of  teaching.  Miss  Connor,  a  graduate  of  Regis  Col- 
lege, is  the  new  teacher  of  Home  Economics.  She 
has  done  very  well  with  her  classes  considering  the 
lack  of  adequate  equipment  in  the  Home  Economics 
department.  Under  her  supervision  the  girls  served 
at  the  banquet  given  for  the  Championship  Cross 
Country  Team.  It  was  a  very  successful  affair.  The 
bean  supper  that  she  had  charge  of  also  was  a  great 
success.  Three  of  her  basketball  players  have  been 
elected  to  play  at  the  League  Tournament  at  Farm- 
ington  on  February  15. 

The  third  new  teacher  is  myself.  I  received  my 
A.  B.  at  Colby  College  and  my  M.  A.  from  the  Uni- 
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versity  of  Maine.  I  have  had  ten  years  of  teaching 
experience.  The  subjects  I  teach  are  math.,  sci- 
ence and  shop. 

Mrs.  Chick  and  Mr.  Ennian  are  the  two  teachers 
remaining  from  last  year,  Mrs.  Chick  is  a  graduate 
of  Robinson  Seminary  and  the  University  of  New 
Hampshire.  She  teaches  English  and  at  present  is 
spending  her  time  in  supervising  the  grammar  and 
spelling  of  her  students.  Shortly  she  will  begin 
coaching  the  Senior  Play.  Mrs.  Chick  also  has 
charge  of  the  cheerleaders. 

Mr.  Enman,  a  graduate  of  the  University  of  New 
Hampshire  is  in  his  second  year  of  teaching.  His 
courses  in  Social  Studies  are  interesting  and  well- 
taught. 

The  addition  of  the  Commercial  Department  has 
done  much  to  improve  the  curriculum  of  the  high 
school.  A  total  of  52  students  are  taking  one  or 
more  commercial  subjects.  Commercial  students 
are  used  in  the  offi'ce  to  carry  out  the  routine  busi- 
ness of  the  school.  These  students  are  rotated  so 
that  each  student  will  gain  valuable  practice  in  of- 
fice procedure.  Each  year  a  new  piece  of  commer- 
cial equipment  should  be  added  to  the  department 
to  help  improve  and  extend  the  techniques  taught. 
It  is  suggested  that  an  adding  machine  be  purchased 
for  next  year  and  a  mimeograph  machine  the  suc- 
ceeding year. 

The  State  Department  of  Education  considers  our 
Home  Economic  Department  to  be  one  of  the  poor- 
est equipped  in  the  state.  Our  refrigerator  is  small 
and  old  and  doesn't  operate.     The  gas  stove  is  anti- 
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quated.  We  lack  other  needed  equipment  such  as 
sewing  machines  and  an  electric  iron.  Glasses  in 
sewing  will  be  conducted  in  September  so  at  least 
one  new  sewing  machine  should  be '  purchased. 
Singer  gives  a  45%  discount  to  schools  on  the  pur- 
chase price  of  new  machines.  One  steam  iron  should 
also  be  purchased.  If  at  least  one  piece  of  equip- 
ment was  purchased  each  year,  the  department 
w^ould  be  gradually  built  up  and  the  expense  would 
hardly  be  felt.  However,  when  years  go  by  without 
equipment  being  added  the  efficiency  of  the  depart- 
ment soon  drops  and  it  costs  a  great  deal  more  to 
bring  it  back  to  the  level  it  should  attain. 

Fifty  girls  take  Home  Economics,  because  of 
their  interest  and  also  because  of  the  need  of  giving 
good  home  training  to  these  girls  it  is  important 
that  they  be  given  the  best  possible  in  the  way  of 
equipment  and  materials.  They  are  your  young- 
sters and  their  success  will  be  determined  to  a  great 
extent  by  the  efforts  you  make  to  insure  that  they 
obtain  a  good  education. 

Thirteen  of  the  students  now  in  school  intend  to 
go  to  college  -  five  are  Seniors.  The  majority  of 
these  students  intend  to  go  to  the  University  of  New 
Hampshire.  Because  of  this  desire  to  obtain  a  col- 
lege education,  we  must  see  to  it  that  these  students 
have  a  good  background  in  the  subjects  that  prepare 
them  for  college.  But  how  about  the  twenty-four 
boys  who  have  shown  a  desire  to  take  subjects  in  In- 
dustrial Arts?  We  are  helping  out  this  situation  to 
a  limited  extent  by  a  course  entitled  Sophomore 
Science,  where  a  number  of  boys  have  a  chance  to 
work  in  the  shop  and  learn  to  make  things  with 
their  hands.     How^ever,  the  shop  is  poorly  equipped 
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with  the  only  power  tools  being  a  portable  drill  and 
a  portable  emery  wheel.  To  really  solve  this  prob- 
lem a  full  time  shop  teacher  will  need  to  be  em- 
ployed and  power  tools  added  to  the  shop  equipment. 
This  of  course  will  envolve  the  expenditure  of  mon- 
ey, but  again  do  not  these  24  boys  deserve  to  be  as 
properly  educated  as  the  girls  in  Home  Economics 
or  the  boys  and  girls  going  to  college. 

In  athletics  the  school  had  been  most  successful. 
The  boys  won  the  baseball  tournament  held  at  the 
Deerfield  Fair  defeating  Raymond  and  Nute.  The 
Cross-Gountry  team  again  won  the  Glass  B  State 
Ghampionship  to  retire  the  Governor  Dale  cup.  The 
team  was  undefeated  in  all  its  meets  both  dual  and 
triangular.  The  boys'  basketball  team  has  clinched 
its  first  Southeastern  League  Ghampionship  with  a 
record  in  league  play  of  seven  wins  and  no  losses. 
The  team  has  been  invited  to  play  in  three  tourna- 
ments and  has  received  a  preliminary  bid  to  the 
State  Glass  G  tournament  to  be  held  at  Hanover.  The 
girls'  volleyball  team  reached  the  playoff  position, 
but  lost  to  Nute. 

A  Junior  High,  including  the  6,  7,  8,  and  9th 
grades,  Athletic  Program  has  been  organized.  At 
present  a  Junior  High  Basketball  Team  is  coached 
by  Arthur  Averill,  Jr.,  has  played  six  games.  Hi  the 
spring,  we  hope  to  have  a  Junior  High  Baseball 
Team. 

Surprising  as  it  may  seem  the  athletes  of  Epping 
High  School  are  also  its  best  students.  It  goes  to 
show  that  to  be  a  successful  athlete  requires  mental 
ability  as  well  as  physical  attributes.  In  order  to 
participate  in  sports  our  boys  and  girls  have  to  main- 
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tain  passing  grades  in  at  least  three  subjects  -  their 
eligibility  is  checked  each  week. 

Mid-year  exams  were  held  the  last  week  in  Jan- 
uary. This  was  a  new  practice  over  past  years.  The 
faculty  felt  that  it  would  serve  to  keep  the  students 
on  their  toes  mentally.  Each  student  was  tested  on 
his  knowledge  of  work  taught  in  each  subject  from 
the  beginning  of  the  school  year.  The  result  of 
these  examinations  have  proved  gratifying.  Most 
students  came  through  with  flying  colors  and, 
strange  as  it  may  seem,  most  seemed  to  enjoy  them. 

Numerous  dances  have  been  held  throughout  the 
school  year.  Probably  the  most  successful  one  was 
the  Winter  Carnival  Ball.  At  this  dance  Renda  St. 
Laurent  was  crowned  Carnival  Queen.  Next  year 
we  hope  to  expand  the  Winter  Carnival  idea  to  in- 
clude skating  and  skiing  events. 

New  uniforms,  both  jerseys  and  pants,  have  been 
purchased  for  the  boys'  basketball  team.  These 
have  arrived  and  have  been  worn  in  the  past  three 
games.  Jackets  have  been  ordered  for  both  the 
boys'  and  girls'  first  teams,  but  haven't  arrived  as 
yet.  The  total  cost  of  the  equipment  will  be  $138.65. 
To  date  through  the  income  from  the  movie  "Pot  of 
Gold"  which  amounted  to  $54.19  and  the  income 
from  the  whist  party  put  on  by  the  St.  Joseph  Wo- 
man's Club  which  amounted  to  $45.39,  we  have 
$99.58  of  the  required  amount.  This  leaves  a  bal- 
ance of  $39.07  that  we  still  have  to  raise. 

The  help  that  has  been  given  to  us  by  various  or- 
ganizations and  individuals  in  town  is  deeply  appre- 
ciated. We  thank  the  P.  T.  A.  for  the  splendid  ban- 
quet it  gave  the  Cross- Country  team.     We  thank 
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the  St.  Joseph  Woman's  Club  for  putting  on  the 
Whist  Party  for  our  benefit.  We  thank  the  Ameri- 
can Legion  Auxiliary  for  the  card  party  that  will  be 
put  on  for  us  on  February  12th  -  this  money  will  go 
for  new  baseball  uniforms.  Again  we  wish  to  thank 
every  person  who  has  supported  our  activities  and 
helped  us  in  any  way.  Your  school  is  only  as  good 
as  the  sum  totals  of  the  individual  contributions 
made  by  the  townspeople,  students,  and  teachers. 
We  hope  that  your  support  will  continue  and  that  the 
future  will  see  an  increase  in  this  support. 

The  Sophomore  Science  class  has  built  a  book- 
case for  the  main  room.  Previously  many  books 
were  piled  on  the  floor  and  the  table  because  there 
wasn't  enough  room  in  the  available  bookcases. 
When  I  moved  during  Christmas  vacation,  I  gave  the 
school  over  300  books  to  help  build  up  the  library. 
A  drive  for  books  will  be  made  on  March  12th  -  Mr. 
Enman  is  in  charge  of  the  drive.  Anybody  having 
any  books  eithre  fiction  or  non-fiction  that  they 
wish  to  contribute  to  the  school,  please  contact  Mr. 
Enman.  Detailed  plans  for  the  drive  haven't  been 
completed  as  yet. 

Several  eighth  grade  boys  have  painted  all  the 
pipes  and  radiators  in  the  school.  Certainly  we  will 
all  be  glad  when  the  building  is  completely  renova- 
ted. 

One  of  our  biggest  tasks  has  been  to  eliminate  the 
debt  of  $300.00  left  over  from  last  year.  Through 
a  succession  of  events,  a  magazine  drive,  minstrel 
show,  movies  and  the  sale  of  chances,  this  debt  was 
liquidated. 

As  no  adequate  financial  records  were  kept  in 
past  years  Miss  Brown  has  put  into  effect  a  complete 
set    of   financial    books.      Nancy   Philbrick    is    the 
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School  Treasurer.     Financial  statements  are  issued 
to  each  class  once  a  month. 

Development  of  the  mind  is  only  one  object  of  ed- 
ucation. A  student  to  be  fully  able  to  exploit  his 
potentialities  must  develop  along  these  lines  -  men- 
tal, physical,  and  social.  Not  one  of  these  is  any- 
more important  than  the  others,  but  probably  the 
social  aspect  is  the  one  more  often  neglected.  With-' 
out  a  well-developed  personality  and  a  philosophy 
of  life  geared  to  our  complex  citizenship,  no  student 
of  Epping  High  School  can  expect  to  be  really  suc- 
cessful. 

The  students  in  the  Epping  High  School  are  good 
American  boys  and  girls.  Certainly  our  group  of 
youngsters  deserve  the  best  possible  education  that 
we  can  gve  them.  Money  spent  for  education  is 
money  wisely  invested.  The  hope  of  our~nation  and 
of  the  world  lies  in  the  youth  of  today  becoming  the 
intelligent  citizens  of  tomorrow. 

We.  of  Epping  High  School,  feel  that  we  have 
the  makings  of  a  good  school.  Surely  there  are  things 
about  our  school  that  aren't  perfect,  but  if  this  were 
so  what  goals  would  there  be  to  work  toward?  If 
we  all  work  together  and  help  a  constructive  cri- 
ticism is  always  worthwhile,  our  school  will  be  one 
of  the  best  in  the  state,  if  not  the  best. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  the 
Superintendent  and  the  School  Board  for  their  sup- 
port. The  cooperation  of  the  teachers  and  Mr.  Darrah 
has  been  especially  gratifying.

Health  of  the  school  children  during  1947-1948 
was  unusually  good.    No  serious  epidemics  occurred. 

The  annual  health  examinations  of  eyes,  ears, 
teeth,  throats,  skin,  etc.  were  made  in  the  early  part 
of  the  school  year.  This  was  followed  up  with  home 
calls  for  the  correction  of  physical  defects  found, 
and  other  conditions  which  would  result  in  having 
healthier  and  happier  children. 

The  usual  health  program  is  being  carried  on  with 
frequent  visits  to  the  schools,  close  contact  with 
each  pupil,  teacher  and  parent. 
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Our  greatest  need  is  dental  work.  It  is  impossible 
to  secure  the  services  of  a  dentist  for  clinic  work. 
This  condition  exists  in  all  parts  of  the  state.  I  ask 
the  parents  to  secure  the  services  of  a  family  dentist, 

and  to  take  their  children  to  him  at  least  once  a 
year. 

The  P.  T.  A.  and  West  Epping  Community  Club 
are  to  be  complimented  on  their  fine  hot  lunch  pro- 
grams. They  have  been  an  important  factor  in  build- 
ing good  resistance  against  diseases. 

I  sincerely  thank  the  School  Board,  organizations, 
teachers  and  parents  for  their  fine  cooperation.
